The first of the A ugust draft calls 
lins been made and Adams County is 
to send five 
men on the fifth of the 
month. 
They will be the initial con­ 
tingent from here to be sent to Camp 
W adsworth, Calvert, South Carolina. 
The nearest large town is S p artan s­ 
burg. 
On the same call York County 
will send 31, Cumberland County 24, 
and Franklin County 29. 
There are 
now three calls 
to be 
filled by 
the Adams County 
board. 
The first of these 
is for 13 men 
to 
leave July 20th for Camp Lee, V ir­ 
ginia; the second is for two men for 
limited service to go to Syracuse, N. 
Y., on July 29th; and the third is the 
A ugust fifth call. 
Saturday wa-* the day on which all 
local d raft boards were ordered to 
report to state headquarters the num ­ 
bers of men in class one. The Adams 
County board reported 129 men. 
Of these there are yet remaining 
55 white men und one negro from the 
1917 registration. 
Alt but nine of 
these, however, have had their imkie- 
tions stayed because of being needed 
on the farms. They are subject to call 
only after the other* have been ’•ent 
to camp. 
Of the total there are 71 white men 
and two negroes in the 1918 regis­ 
tration who, so far, have been placed 
in class one. 
Provost Marshal General Crowder 
has issued an 
appeal to all men 
of 
class one, calling upon them to begin 
now their preparations as chosen sol­ 
diers to defend the country and not 
w ait 
until they 
actually have been 
called into camp. 
It is expected that coming quota* 
will be based on these report-* as it 
is the evident intention to base calls 
on the number of men in cia** one 
rather than on the population of a 
district as was the case when the first 
general allotment wa* made. 
This, 
it is believed, will safeguard indus­ 
tries and dependents more than the 
orig.nal scheme which made it neces­ 
sary for some districts to take men 
out of deferred classes.
